I r**ally taessed up the Q and L Fugio reverses and I an oon*» 
vinced, from what has taken place, that there is no such 
thing as 1-Q or 9“L and that these should be eliminated. 

The problem, of course, is what is L and what is Q. I am 
going to use the pictures or plates for the proper desig-. 
nation and swap the descriptions. Therefore, what Ithought 
was 1-Q was 1-L and what I thought was a 9-L was a 9-Q when 
^ did the classification in 19li9. I was going 

by the description rather than the plates at that time and 
thus the error. 

I know of at least k examples of the 1-L and at least the 

same number of 9-Q. Please, therefore, change your records 
accordingly. 

These mistakes are so terribly irritating to me and I am 
glad to have a nan like you to check up on them, and 
straighten me out. I am sure you will have no objection 
to changing the description and eliminating the two vari- 
eties which do not exist.

I have examined the 1776 Continental Dollar, Type 3-D, which you 
sent me for ray opinion. The dark coloring, which is abnormal, 
aroused my suspicions imraediately as it indicates a high degree 
of lead in the raetal. The genuine coins were excellent pewter 
and had only about 10^ lead in the mix. The displaced denticle 
opposite I in COMTIMEKTAL also appears unnatural and not the 
result of damage to this coin. 

The coin is overweight at 267^ grains but that is not determin- 
ative. However, the specific gravity of the coin is U.l which 
is far below the specific gravity of tin which is over 6, or 
high quality pewter which is close to 7. This coin therefore 
has air pockets or filler inside. The coin is, in my opinion, 
a cast which has been filled from the edge. The defective 
edge adjacent to the second N in COHTIHEKTAL appears to be the 
point of filling and you can note the unnatural difference in 
texture between the circumference of this defect and the middle 
area. 

I conclude that the coin is a filled shell made by casting type 
metal, possibly by the centrifugal method. The coin is returned 
herewi th .

Mrs. Norweb has variety 1-A and two specimens of 1-B. One 
specimen of 1-d is more copper colored than brass. Fred Boyd 
had a 1-b in brass. I have a 1-A and a 1-B. This is the ex- 
tent of ray knowledge as to where specimens are now. 

The Appleton collection at the Hass. Historical Society 
should have a 1-B as Appleton once acquired one. There was 
in the Seavey collection. No. UOh and No. Ii05, two of these 
dollars in copper but 1 believe those wer^ the Dlckeson copies 
as Parnelce did not keep them because they were not in the 
Parraelee sale. The Bushnell collection. Lot 715, had an 
unidentified one in brass. The Jackman sale, item 202, 
had a 1— B, The Murdock sale had a 1— A and says only two are 
known. The Woodward sale of October 16, l86h,has item liiCli 
in brass. The sale of March 20, 1865, item 2698 has a 1-A 
and the sale of December 29, 1661, item I 8 OO has a 1-B. 

I hope the foregoing data will be helpful to you in figuring 
out how many there are. 

There are no brass pieces of any other variety even though 
I said so in my pamphlet because Wayte iiayraond listed another 
variety in brass. I have long since learned not to rely on 
listings of convenience.
